Model indi- 
vidual reports were* also included in 
tho regulations, signed "Thomas ^At- 


s,. private, Company B," or "Thomas 


Atkins, 
corporal, 
Company C," or 


"Thomas Atkins, S, his mark." 


Hence when a recruit arrived at a 


garrison the soldiers usually addressed 
bim as Thomas Atkins until they found 
out his real name. Drunken soldiers re- 
ported themselves as Thomas Atkins 
when they wore taken to a police sta- 
tion until the public took it up, and 
Tommy Atkins became an affectionate 
synonym for the gallant warriors of her 
majesty's land forces.—London Globe.

THB CAI/t, TO ARMS. 


The President, in conformity with 


the Art of Congress, has issued a o&ll 
for 125,000 volunteers, to be mastered 
into the service of the United States. 
The number of men required from each 
State, it is believed, will be in ptopor- 
tion to populrttion, though the call m-ty 
be general and the men enlisted aiid 
mastered into the service regardless of 
State*. 


If precedents are followed the Secre- 


- tary of War will require the Executive 


of each State to have immediately de- 
tached from the militia the qaotathe 
State will be required to furnish, and 
the Governors will notify the Secretary 
of War of the time and place at which 
the militia will rendezvous, that the; 
may be mastered into the service of the 
Government by Uuited States officers, 


According to the ratio of population 


the quota of the Western States would 
be as follsws : California 2,590, Colo- 
rado 1,059, Idaho 186, Montana 419, Ne- 
br»«ka 1,921, Nevada 136, Ore«ou 663, 
Utah 340, Washington 942, Wyoming 
186. Arizona 145, and Xew Mexico 272. 


In the Civil War the Paciflo States 


and Territories were notcalled upon to 
furnish troop*, though in some of thp 
Eastern Sta'es lar^e bounties were paid 
for men to fill the quota required for 
service. It, is quite probable that in 
the present war, troops will not be 
called for from the far Western States, 
unless the Spaniards should attempt 
to invade the coast, and that is a re- 
mote possibility. Nevada, however, is 
prepared to furnish a full regiment at 
short uotice, and Colonel Lord has a 
battalion of four or five hundred of 
the State Militia, which will b« ready 
to march in twenty-four hours. Nevada 
has a larger militia foroe in proportion 
to jjopuUtion than anj other State in 
the Union. Besides this the State Uni- 
versity has for years b»en gradnatin« 
from its military school an efficient 
corps of young men, who are almost 
.as well skilled in military tactics as the 
average West-Pointer. In addition a 
number of active cowboys, who are as 
good riders as can be found in the 
world, and are inured to hardship and 
accustomed to camp life, have offered 
their eirvices, so that the State is 
fairly well prepared tc respond to the 
national urtll for volunteers for service 
in Cub* or anywhere else wher<> land 
forces are required.

object. There is not a soldier or sailor 
who enlists for the war, who will ob- 
ject to receiving a part of bis pay in 
silver. Now is the time to com tha' 
bullion and get it in circulation among 
the people, and the gold bug who ob- 
jects should be branded as a traitor to 
his country.

A liatallion of (He Hundred Offered to 


tho President. 


Governor Sadler has been tendered 


tbe services of a number of old war- 
riovs and very many yonng men, wbo 
are deairions of joining the volunteers 
and participating in the war against 
Spain. Some young men, graduates of 
the State University and officers in tbe 
cadet corps, who are thoroughly versed 
in military tactics and capable of drill- 
ing reciuita express a desire to enter 
tbe service and 40 to Cuba or wherever 
their services are required. 


Colonel F. O. Lord, of tbe First 


Regiment, N. N. G., requested the Gov- 
ernor to telegraph tbe Nevada delega- 
tion in Congress to request of the 
President that at least a batallion of 
not less than four or five hundred men 
from Nevada be permitted to enter tbe 
service. 
Tbe Governor immediately 


telegraphed our delegation at Wash 
ington to tender to the President one 
batallion of 500 men for service in the 
army It is not yet known whether 
this offer will be accepted, many are o( 
tbe opinion tbat the Pacific States will 
not be called npon to furnish a soldier 
for service in the East, as the Atlantic 
Coast and Golf States will furnish 
more men than the Government re- 
quires. Should a Spanish fleet appear 
anywhere off tbe Pacific Coast the 
Militia of the States west of tbe Kooky 
mountains may be called to the coast 
cities, but it is not probable tbat volun- 
teers from the far weat will be ordered 
east. The coat of transportation would 
bo at least $75 per man and the gov- 
ernment will not pay that amount 
when the requisite number of men 
offer their services in the east.

In case of orders for active service 


tbe following full field kit and uniform 
is hereby prescribed: 


Each man will curry big rifle, bayo- 


net, gun-sling, and wear tbe woven 
belt with bayonet scabbard. 


He will wear tbe 
campaign bat, 


blouse, trousers, leggins, heavy shoes 
or boots, woolen shirt, undershirt, 
drawers and stockings. 


He will wear tbe blanket bag, which 


will contain one woolen sbirt, one un- 
dershirt, one pair drawers, two pair 
stockings, one blanket, one towel, one 
comb, one brush, one tooth-brush, one 
house-wife, one piece of soap and one 
small cup of mutton tallow. 


When not worn as a protection 


against the weather, tbe overcoat will 
be rolled and strapped on top of tbe 
blanket bag. 


In case rubber blankets are issued, 


they will be rolled with the overcoat. 


In case shelter tents are issued, they 


will be rolled witb one jointed pole 
and pins with the overcoat. 


Tho cup will be suspended from the 


loop at tbe bottom of tbe blanket bag. 


The haversack will be worn on the 


right side, -and contain tbe rations 
ordered, one knife, one fork, and one 
spoon, also email bags for coffee, sugar, 
salt, pepper, tbat in case it becomes 
necessary for each man to do bis own 
cooking, be will bave the means to 
carry these rations securely.
